END OF HOLIDAY HIGH LIFE FOR BENEFITS FRAUD COUPLE 



A COUPLE were caught red-hand¬ 
ed by benefits fraud investigators - 
because they enjoyed too many for¬ 
eign holidays and skiing trips. 

Sharna Gardiner, 39, of Archer 
Avenue, Southend, pleaded guilty 
to seven counts of fraud and Darren 
Rudd, 49, also of Archer Avenue, 
pleaded guilty to two counts of 
fraud at Basildon Crown Court, on 
April 13. 

A joint investigation by Southend 
Council and the Department for 
Work and Pensions (DWP) showed 
that despite claiming benefits due 
to poverty, Gardiner had received a 
personal income of £97,956.65 
between October 2012 and March 
2014. 

She was given a 12-month prison 
sentence, suspended for two years, 
and ordered to compete 150 hours 
of community service. 

Rudd received a six-month prison 
sentence, suspended for two years, 
and was ordered to attend a drug 
rehabilitation course. 

Gardiner received £4,954.54 in 
benefits from the DWP, £16,717.14 
in housing benefit and £486.98 in 
council tax benefit that she was not 
entitled to. 

Rudd, who failed to declare his 
income and correct circumstances, 
received £5,454.97 of jobseeker’s 
allowance and employment and 
support allowance to which he was 
not entitled. 

Gardiner lied about living as a 
single person and needing help to 
pay her rent, declaring her only 
form of income was obtained from 
income support and jobseeker’s 


allowance. She was in fact living 
with Rudd at the Archer Avenue 
property after telling the council in 
February 2014 that he was her land¬ 
lord. 

The investigation by Southend 
Council and the DWP showed that 
Gardiner had started to pay the 
monthly mortgage for Archer 
Avenue into an account held in the 
name of Anne Rudd. 

Rudd was also claiming job seek¬ 
er’s allowance and these benefit 
payments were deposited into 
Gardiner’s bank account. 

His bank account also showed 
deposits between November 2007 


until the account was closed in 
August 2011 and enquiries showed 
that he had assumed responsibility 
for the mortgage payments for 
Archer Avenue and that he was also 
liable for the utility bills. 

Sally Holland, the council’s direc¬ 
tor for corporate services, said: 
“This was a very complex case. 
Along with the false claims about 
living on her own and needing sup¬ 
port to pay her rent, it was also 
found that the couple were taking 
foreign holidays and skiing trips, as 
well as frequently visiting pubs, 
restaurants and takeaways. This evi¬ 
dence highlighted that they could 


not be solely reliant on benefits as 
was claimed. 

“Whilst we are totally committed 
to paying benefits to those that need 
them, in this case, this was a flagrant 
abuse of the system and they will 
both have to repay all the benefit 
money that they stole in full.” 

A council spokesman added: “If 
anyone has suspicions over a per¬ 
son’s entitlement to benefit, social 
housing or suspect that a council 
property is being illegally sub-let, 
they can call the Corporate Fraud 
Investigation Team direct on 01702 
215254, or e-mail 

counterfraud@southend.gov.uk.”

A NEW high-dependency bed in 
Southend Hospital’s maternity unit 
means mums who have just given 
birth, but need extra medical treat¬ 
ment, no longer have to be transferred 
to a critical care ward. 

Now they can stay in the unit with 
their babies and the same team that 
cared for them during delivery 

The bed, which is based in the cen¬ 
tral delivery suite, allows staff to care 
for pregnant women who have a med¬ 
ical or obstetric condition that is at 
risk of deteriorating, and need addi¬ 
tional monitoring or clinical interven¬ 
tions. 

The maternity team of obstetricians, 
anaesthetists and midwives will work 
with the critical care outreach team 


and physicians to ensure these women 
have the most appropriate care to meet 
their often complex needs. 

Sahar Mohamed, obstetrics and 
gynaecology consultant, said: “We 
come across a few women who are 
really sick and need high-dependency 
care over their usual normal care. 

“These high-dependency patients 
have been stuck between being looked 
after in the normal delivery suite and 
not being ill enough for the critical 
care unit. 

“This seamless care will ensure that 
these women have one-to-one care 
from a midwife who can offer mid¬ 
wifery care for mum and baby, as well 
as high dependency care.” 

Miss Mohamed added: “The woman 
will also have ready access to obstetric 
and high-dependency expertise from 
the central delivery suite and the criti¬ 


cal care outreach team.” 

The bed will offer a number of 
advantages for women requiring this 
level of care, including the potential 
for mum and baby to stay together 
once baby is bom, providing it is well. 

This will help to establish bonding 
and feeding for mum and baby and 
ensure she has the care and support 
she needs as well as appropriate care 
for medical and obstetric problems. 

Alex Woods, high dependency team 
midwife, said: “It gives patients conti¬ 
nuity of care and that relationship we 
have built up helps with the healing 
and recovery process. 

“As for staff, there’s joined up think¬ 
ing, with experts from medicine, 
obstetrics and midwifery all coming 
together. 

“All needs are being met rather than 
just one aspect.”

Disruption to services 
expected in first all-out 
junior doctors’ strike 


JUNIOR doctors took unprecedented 
strike action on Tuesday as part of a 
“full” nationwide walkout. 

The doctors at Southend Hospital 
walked out of routine and emergency 
care at Sam in a dramatic escalation in 
the dispute with the government over 
a new contract. 

Managers at Southend University 
Hospital NHS Foundation Trust said 
they were expecting some disruption

to services during the walkout. 

Neil Rothnie, medical director, said, 
“We have detailed plans in place to 
manage the impact of the planned 
action on our services over the two 
days. I would like to reassure our local 
communities that the safety of our 
patients is always our priority.” 

Patients were advised to think care¬ 
fully before attending hospital with 
non-emergency and non-urgent com¬ 
plaints. 

Jon Findlay, chief operating officer 
at Southend, apologised for the 
“unavoidable inconvenience”, saying 
patients affected by cancellations had 
been informed. 

He said: “In preparation for the 
industrial action, we have looked 
carefully at the clinics and elective 
surgery planned on those days and for 
the days before and after the strikes, 
and inevitably we will have to post¬ 
pone some clinic sessions and opera¬ 
tions.” 

Health Secretary Jeremy Hunt said 
that the government would not back 
down over the introduction of the new 
contract. 

The stoppage was set to end at 5pm 
and another all-out strike was due to 
take place on Wednesday from Sam to 
5pm.

Police appeal over ‘vicious assault’

OSEA Island sits serenely on the Blaekwater 
Estuary with 400 aeres of idyllie eountryside and 
four miles of its own beaehes and eoastline. 

It is aeeessible only via a twisting pebble 
eauseway, which is passable every seven hours 
due to the tides. 

Osea Island has a rich and diverse history, hav¬ 
ing been occupied for more than 5,000 years. 
There are remains of Neolithic villages and later 
evidence of Viking burial grounds from the 
famous Battle of Maldon in 991. The Romans 
were also here in force. 

In 1903 Osea was purchased by philanthropist 
Frederick Charrington, a director of the Mile 
End brewing company Charrington. Roads were 
constructed, houses built and a village store 
opened. 

Some attempt was made to give the island an 
exotic appearance, with palms and fuchsias 
introduced, plus a large ornamental seal pond 
and wallabies imported from Australia who were 
allowed to roam free. 

Mr Charrington bought a small steam ship, 
HMS Annie, to run trips for the public between 
nearby Maldon and the island. 

He also created what was probably the world’s 
first temperance society. Alcoholics or people 
with addiction problems were encouraged to 
retreat here and seek help. 


The natural topography of Essex was used to 
Britain’s advantage during the First World War, 
and in 1917 the island was requisitioned by the 
Admiralty and used as a secret base by the navy 
for a squadron of motor torpedo boats. 

These small, fast and highly manoeuvrable 
craft were used to hunt down submarines in the 
Baltic or bases on enemy-occupied coasts before 
racing back to Essex. 

During the Second World War, things were not 
quite as eventful, but were not without incident. 

A German V2 rocket fell short of its target in 
London and hit Osea Island. Its remains can be 
seen together with two heavily reinforced pill 
boxes, or bunkers, at the furthest east and west 
points of the island, designed to ward off 
invaders. 

After the war, the island was owned by 
Cambridge University. It was declared a site of 
special scientific interest because of its rare 
plants, birds and marine life. It then returned to 
private ownership in the 1950s. 

Today, the district is a magnet for a wide range 
of sailing boats, such as the Blaekwater barges, 
who enjoy the annual Osea Island Regatta. 

You might recognise Osea from its appearance 
in 2012 big screen supernatural thriller The 
Woman in Black, starring Daniel Radcliffe.

Check your 
risk of type

I wonder if your readers 
know that although men are at 
greater risk of developing type 
2 diabetes, they are less likely 
than women to check their 
risk. I wish I had been able to 
go online and check mine. 

I was diagnosed with type 2 
13 years ago and recognise 
what a shock to the system 
this can be. 


Recent findings from 
Diabetes UK revealed men to 
be 38 per cent less likely to 
check their risk of type 2 dia¬ 
betes than women. 

A diagnosis of diabetes can 
be alarming - but it can make 
all the difference as it means 
people can start learning about 
their condition and how to 
manage it well, giving them 
the best chance to live a long 
healthy life and avoid compli¬ 
cations. The most important 
risk factor for developing type 
2 diabetes is being overweight 
or obese. This is something 
people can do something 
about by maintaining a healthy 
weight through a healthy diet 
and taking regular exercise. 

The Diabetes UK Know Your 
Risk online tool takes you 
through seven questions and 
takes less than three minutes 
to complete. 

If you do find out you are at 
moderate or high risk of devel¬ 
oping type 2 diabetes, speak to 
your GP.

“This inability to use authorised 
items beeause of the failure of the 
police is unaceeptable, espeeially 
when you eonsider the results below 


of the high numbers of Temporary 
Permits granted last year.” 

The alliance has sent a letter to 
Essex Poliee and Crime 
Commissioner Nick Alston asking 
for improvement in the lieensing ser- 
viee. 

Mr Alston said both Essex Poliee 
Chief Constable and his firearms 
lieensing team had his full support 
for the “rigour they apply to the 
checks” before making decisions on 
granting a firearms lieenee or 
renewing an existing one.

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Mobile glaucoma unit 
to help ease waiting 
times for patients 


SOUTHEND University Hospital NHS 
Foundation Trust is hosting a mobile 
glaucoma unit on its main Prittlewell Chase 
site in Westcliff to help speed up waiting 
times for patients. 

The fully-equipped unit is on the hospital 
site in front of the Diabetes Centre near the 
Education Centre. 

It will be used to carry out diagnostic tests 
to support the hospital’s own glaucoma 
clinics. The mobile unit will not only help 
patients to be seen quicker, but will also act 
as a pilot during the year it is on site. 

The hospital’s eye department provides eye 
care to patients across south Essex, including 
a satellite clinic at Orsett Hospital.

CAPTAIN AMERICA: CIVIL WAR 
(12A, 147 mins) 


T he fragile alliance between the 
Avengers is shattered in the third 
Captain America film, directed at 
a breathless pace by brothers Joe and 
Anthony Russo. 

Opening with a flashback to 1991 that 
sets one major character on their self¬ 
destructive path. Civil War underscores 
its bombastic title by pitting former 
allies against each other in a series of 
dizzying showdowns that cleave apart 
the Marvel Comics universe. 

Scriptwriters Christopher Markus and 
Stephen McFeely repeatedly inhabit the 
blurred lines between heroism and vil¬ 
lainy, examining the moral conundrums 
faced by superpowered warriors who 
have pledged to protect the innocent 
from the righteous crossfire. 

No one emerges unscathed from the 
melee and the deep psychological 
wounds inflicted in these bombastic 
147 minutes suggest that this muscu¬ 
lar chapter signals a bittersweet end 
for some characters, while blatantly 
teeing up standalone spin-offs for 
Spider-Man and Black Panther. 

“Victory at the expense of the inno¬ 
cent is no victory at all,” solemnly 
intones King T’Chaka (John Kani) from 
the battle-scarred nation of Wakanda. 

If that is true then Captain America: 
Civil War is a crushing defeat for 
everyone except thrill-seeking cinema 
audiences. 

A year has passed since the events of 
Avengers: Age Of Ultron and the US 
Secretary of State Thaddeus Ross 
(William Hurt) insists on the introduction

Tony Stark, aka Iron Man (Robert 
Downey Jr.), reluctantly submits, telling 
his compatriots: “I’m doing what has to 
be done to stave off something worse.”

(Chris Evans), who has always been a 
staunch patriot, refuses to sign, fearful 
of the consequences of the Avengers 
relinquishing their independence. 

The gulf between Stark and Rogers 
forces the remaining Avengers to take 
sides. 

Natasha Romanoff/Black Widow 
(Scarlett Johansson), James 
Rhodes/War Machine (Don Cheadle), 
Vision (Paul Bettany), Prince 
T’Challa/Black Panther (Chadwick 
Boseman), and Peter Parker/Spider- 
Man (Tom Holland) all stand shoulder 
to shoulder with Stark.

Captain America: Civil War could 
easily trim 20 minutes from its bloated 
running time without diminishing the 
impact of the special effects 
sequences or the pivotal plot twists. 

The Russo brothers choreograph 
destruction on a grand scale, includ¬ 
ing an adrenaline-pumping motorcy¬ 
cle chase on the rubble-strewn streets 
of Berlin. 

Evans and Downey Jr. puff out their 
chests for supremacy in every lavish 
frame, while Johansson somersaults 
sexily between the feuding factions. 

A protracted sequence involving 
Stark, a nerdy Peter Parker and Aunt 
May (Marisa Tomei) sows seeds of 
hope that next year’s reboot, Spider- 
Man: Homecoming, might revitalise 
the webslinging vigilante with whip- 
smart humour.

A COLOURFUL Canalway 
Cavalcade will draw thou¬ 
sands of visitors to London’s 
Little Venice over the bank holiday 
weekend. 

For the last 30 years the festival 
has offered fun for all the family, so 
make sure you do not miss this 
weekend’s event, which takes 
place from Saturday, April 30, to 
Monday, May 2. 

The event, organised by the 
Inland Waterways Association 
(IWA) charity, which was founded 
in 1946 and advocates the conser¬ 
vation, use, maintenance, restora¬ 
tion and development of all inland 
waterways for public benefit, is in 
Little Venice, at the junction of 
Regent’s Canal and Grand Union 
Canal, near Paddington. 

As well as being joined by more 
than 100 canal boats, the event is 
visited by thousands of people 
over the three days, thanks to its 
free admission as well as a pro¬ 
gramme of entertainment, with 
food, drink and craft stalls. 

You can see a vast array of canal 
boats, decorated with colourful 
bunting, from Saturday morning, 
before enjoying the opening cere¬ 
mony at 2pm and a themed 
pageant of decorated boats at 
2.30pm. 


On Sunday, highlights include a 
boat handling competition at 
11am, the Blessing of the Boats 
by the Bishop of London at 
12.45pm, a teddy bears’ picnic at 
3pm, followed by music on the 
bandstand, and a procession of 
illuminated boats at 9pm. 

Another boat handling competi¬ 
tion is at 10.30am on Monday, 
while an awards ceremony follows 
at 1pm, during which the owners 
of the canal boats will be present¬ 
ed with trophies, for everything 
from the best decorated boat of 
the festival and the best illuminated 
boat during Sunday’s procession, 
to the winning Boaters Sunday 
Best costumed couple. 

The event, organised entirely by 
IWA volunteers, includes Punch 
and Judy shows in Rembrandt 
Gardens, morris dancing and a 
children’s fairground and entertain¬ 
ment for youngsters. 

The Real Ale Bar will offer a 
range of real ales and ciders, with 
20 per cent of the profits going to 
the IWA, while food stalls will be 
selling Indian and Cuban street 



food, gourmet French cuisine, as 
well as burgers, baguettes and fries. 

During the weekend you can also 
visit stallholders who will be selling 
everything from handmade ceram¬ 
ics, jewellery and hand-painted 
canalware, to homemade fudge, 
preserves and cupcakes. 

The event will run from 10am to 
6pm on the Saturday, from 10am 
to 6pm on Sunday - followed by 
music on the bandstand and a 
procession of illuminated boats at 


9pm - and from 10am to 5pm on 
Monday. 

If you cannot make the event but 
need to know more about Little 
Venice, the IWA Towpath Walks 
Society, in partnership with London 
Walks, offers guided walks along 
the capital’s canals on two after¬ 
noons each month. 

The walks, which last just over 
two hours and start from a Tube or 
DLR station, cost £10 or £8 con¬ 
cessions. You can find out more at

If you would prefer to explore 
Little Venice on your own, it is the 
perfect place to visit during the 
year with waterside cafes, pubs 
and eateries, boat trips or walks 
past the Regency streets of Maida 
Vale and on to Regent’s Park and 
Camden.

New A4 keeps Audi in the hunt

THE compact executive saloon market has 
never been so busy. Jaguar rattled the 
German opposition when it launched the 
super XE and gave buyers an alternative to 
the new Mercedes C-Class and the 
revamped BMW 3-Series. 

Now Audi has introduced an all-new A4 to 
make sure they stay in the hunt. 

Larger, lighter and in some cases more 
powerful than the outgoing version, the new¬ 
comer does not look dramatically different 
from its predecessor. The usual Audi styling 
cues feature and the front is dominated by 
the large chrome grille while the neater rump 
features handsome scalloped tail lights. 

If you are underwhelmed by the way the 
new car looks, you will be impressed by the 
changes you can’t see. 

The A4 is new from the ground up with a 
host of technical changes to make it better 
to drive, more economical and quicker. 

A flat under-tray reduces its drag coeffi¬ 
cient to the best in class and a move to a 
multi-link suspension set-up front and rear 
means it is more agile and fun to drive. 

The engineers have improved ride quality 
and the A4 is more refined than ever and 
quieter thanks to better sound insulation. 

If you’re not wowed by the exterior, the 
interior will do the trick. The cabin feels and 
looks more premium than its rivals. 

The materials are soft and everything feels 


plush and well put together. There’s isn’t a 
cheap or nasty piece of plastic to be found 
and everything smacks of quality. 

The infotainment and navigation system in 
the A4 is superb and that’s down to the vir¬ 
tual cockpit - a £240 option - and Audi’s 
new touchscreen display, both of which 
combine to make the whole set-up simple 
and easy to use. 

The A4 is also compatible with Android 
Auto and Apple CarPlay. Both are excellent 
systems and essentially mirror your smart¬ 
phone’s functions and menus onto the 8.3- 
inch central display. 

The touchscreen responds to functions 
much like a smartphone would, so you can 


pinch to zoom in and out and swipe across 
the screen to move across the navigation 
map. You can also pin point locations on the 
sat nav by pressing and holding the screen 
rather then inputting the destination manual- 

ly- 

There is room for four adults to travel in 
comfort (five at a push) and the legroom in 
the rear is better than in its close rivals, while 
the boot can hold 480 litres of luggage. 

On the safety front the A4 gets impressive 
brakes, which offer good pedal feel and 
more stopping power. This is combined with 
pre-sense city braking that can automatically 
brake the car to lessen the force of a colli¬ 
sion at under 53mph and even stop the car 


at less than 25mph. The A4 also gets adap¬ 
tive cruise control, which is able to drive the 
car for you at crawling speeds or keep itself 
within its lane at higher speeds. 

The 2.0-litre eco-efficient Ultra engined A4 
is the model that will appeal to high mileage 
and company car drivers for tax purposes. 

It pumps out 150ps and as a six-speed 
manual costs £28,465 which comes with 
lots of standard equipment. Top speed is 
130mph and it tackles the sprint to 62mph 
in 8.9 seconds with an emission figure of 
95g/km. 

Claimed combined economy is 74.3mpg 
and although you will be lucky to achieve 
that in real conditions you will still do very 
well. Audi has put considerable effort and 
resources into the new A4 and it makes it a 
serious contender in a competitive part of 
the car market.

Only keeper Smith escapes Brown’s wrath

PHIL Brown’s Shrimpers were 
on the end of mauling by the 
almost promoted Latics last Sat¬ 
urday, with the beleaguered 
boss left admitting: “Ten out¬ 
field players lost individual bat¬ 
tles.” 

David Worrall’s second 
half goal was the sole high¬ 
light of a forgettable afternoon 
as hotshot Will Grigg bagged a 
brace, with Chris McCann and 
Michael Jacobs efforts adding 
insult to injury. 

Making three changes from 
the midweek Oldham home 
reverse, Southend were on the 
back foot from the kick-off 
when the recalled Ted Smith 
was forced to palm away 
McCann’s powerful drive, and 
was relieved to see the diving 
Jacobs head clean over the bar. 

But the Blues respite was 
short-lived as Grigg played in 
Jacobs, only for Smith to fum¬ 
ble and leave McCann the sim¬ 
plest of tap-ins. 

The shell-shocked Shrimpers 
then had to endure unrelenting 
Latics pressure and Grigg soon 
netted his first of the afternoon, 
on 17 minutes after Yanic Wild- 
schut’s drive rebounded back 
off Smiths far post. 

The visitors at least managed 
to contain their rampant hosts, 
but nine minutes before the 
break Grigg bagged his second 
from McCann’s slide rule pass - 
again giving an unprotected 
Smith no chance. 

With a 4-5-1 formation clear¬ 
ly not working and still five 
minutes of a first half pasting 
remaining. Brown replaced the 
increasingly isolated Tyrone 
Barnett with David Mooney and 
put Jack Payne up front for the 
ineffective wideman Sam 
McQueen. 

But the change didn’t reap any 
instant reward as Wigan were 
four up six minutes into second 


period, when Jacobs netted with 
a rasping close-range drive after 
Adam Thompson blocked Wild- 
schut’s initial effort. 

Southend at least tried to give 
their near 600-strong travelling 
support something to cheer and 
Ryan Leonard was inches away 
from reducing the deficit with a 
towering header that flew inch¬ 
es over former West Ham keep¬ 
er, Jussi Jaaskelainan’s crossbar 
on 68 minutes. 

But six minutes later Worrall 
finally gave the noisy away sup¬ 
port a lift with the softest of 
goals that deceived Jaaske- 
lainan at his near post with sub 
Mooney about to pounce. 

Buoyed by Worrall’s fortu¬ 
itous strike the Blues continued 
to attack and Mooney set up 
Payne, only to see Stephen 
Warnock make a brave 84th 
minute interception. 

Brown said: “We were pun¬ 
ished for playing football in an 
unorthodox way. We invited 
trouble on ourselves for the first 
three goals by not being able to 
stand up to our opponents. It’s a 
waste of time feeling sorry for 
anybody, as they are out there as 
a team and I have asked the ten 
outfield players to stand up to 
their opponents.” 

Only the Blues keeper was 
exonerated from blame: “Ted 
Smith has made his league bow 
at this level, having played four 
games for us last year and con¬ 
ceded two goals in those four 
games - but has conceded four 
goals in this one fixture. It’s not 
down to him, but the ten indi¬ 
viduals in front of him.” 

Brown revealed: “A marker 
has been put down today - as 
has been for the last six or seven 
games. 

“The players either don’t want 
to be at the football club - from 
a contractual situation - or that 
they don’t think they can play 
First Division football. And 
there were too many of them 
today. 

“There were too many passen¬ 


gers with not enough character 
out there with a couple of play¬ 
ers thinking they can play at this 
level; consequently, we are 
going to lose games if that is the 
case.” 

He admitted: “The massive 
challenge for every football 
manager is to try and get pro¬ 
moted. And, you go in there 
with an attitude - which for me, 
this season - has been poor. 

“Defensively, we were open. I 
didn’t see anybody putting their 
bodies on the line - to the extent 
of spilling ‘claret’ or cuts and 
bruises. 

“Those are not the rigours of a 
team representing Southend 
United. You’ve got to feel for 
the travelling support we had 


today. The bottom line is that it 
wasn’t easy standing up or sit¬ 
ting out there. 

“They were watching my team 
from two to eleven capitulat¬ 
ing.”
